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Carelessness a Poor Excuse In Burglary 
Laff-A-Day 


lames Marlow 


News reports here in Fayette County as 
well as from similar localities, and es­ 
pecially from many of the larger cities, 
seem to be showing up an unusual lot of 
burglaries and similar crimes. 
The cause is hard to analyze with any 
degree of accuracy. Some say it is the out­ 
growth of the wave of juvenile delinquen­ 
cy w h i c h is being viewed with alarm 
across the country. Others contend that 
the present day fast pace of living, the de­ 
sire to acquire easy money without much 
effort and lack of high moral standards on 
the part of so many people, is the reason. 
As to burglaries, maybe some of them 
are almost invited by carelessness on the 
part of people who leave their houses un­ 
locked and go away night or day without 
thought of prowlers about their places. 
Authorities declare that only a limited 
number of burglars can pick a simple lock 
but they find a new victim every 80 sec­ 
onds because of lost keys, wrong type of 
locks and locks that simply aren’t used. 
A lock is good protection against a bur­ 
glar only if it is used correctly. 
Some suggested precautions from police 
authorities against the common burglar 
are: If there is an eye window in your 
front door, use it when the doorbell rings. 
If there isn't, install an auxiliary chain 
lock, so the door can be opened a few inch­ 
es without leaving you vulnerable. Never 
u n l o c k your door and open up blindly 
when a stranger rings the bell. Many a 
thug has talked open a door by posing as a 
telegraph messenger, delivery boy, sales­ 
man, or passer-by seeking directions to 
another address. 


Whenever you leave the house, m a k e 
sure the door is locked. You may think it 
is, yet be sadly mistaken. 
A common type of burglar pretends to 
be a door-to-door salesman. While giving 
his sales talk, he releases the night latch, 
hoping that when the lady goes out later, 
she won’t notice he can walk in. Even 
with a “dead bolt” type lock, which can 
be unlocked from either side only with a 
key, the fake salesman may jam s o m e 
paper or cotton into the strike, so that the 
bolt will fail to hold when closed. Or he 
may e v e n use a specially built, s h o r t 
screwdriver hidden in his hand to loosen 
a screw' which anchors the lock's cylinder. 
Once this vital screw is loose, he can re­ 
turn later and take off the whole lock. 
Another mistake some people make, aft­ 
er locking a door, is to leave a spare key 
in too obvious a spot outside. Burglars ap­ 
preciate, too, a back door with a g l a s s 
pane, making it easy to reach inside and 
turn the lock after breaking the glass. If 
you have a door like this, use a dead lock 
which opens or closes o n l y with a key, 
inside or out. 
Unscreened windows with simple catch­ 
es can be unlocked in the same way. Simp­ 
ly use wood screws at the two top corners 
of the bottom half of the sash to bar this 
entrance way. Check the outer doors, al­ 
so, to see if the hinges are on the outside. 
It’s easy for a burglar to remove the door 
completely if the hinges are exposed. In­ 
stall hinge pins which are fixed secure I y 
in place, the magazine advises.

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Carelessness a Poor Excuse In Burglary 
Laff-A-Day 


News reports here in Fayette County as 
well as from similar localities, and es­ 
pecially from many of the larger cities, 
seem to be showing up an unusual lot of 
burglaries and similar crimes. 
The cause is hard to analyze with any 
degree of accuracy. Some say it is the out­ 
growth of the wave of juvenile delinquen­ 
cy w h i c h is being viewed with alarm 
across the country. Others contend that 
the present day fast pace of living, the de­ 
sire to acquire easy money without much 
effort and lack of high moral standards on 
the part of so many people, is the reason. 
As to burglaries, maybe some of them 
arc almost invited by carelessness on the 
part of people who leave their houses un­ 
locked and go away night or day without 
thought of prowlers about their places. 
Authorities declare that only a limited 
number of burglars can pick a simple lock 
but they find a new victim every 80 sec­ 
onds because of lost keys, wrong type of 
locks and locks that simply aren’t used. 
A lock is good protection against a bur­ 
glar only if it is used correctly. 
Some suggested precautions from police 
authorities against the common burglar 
are: If there is an eye window in your 
front door, use it when the doorbell rings. 
If there isn’t, install an auxiliary chain 
lock, so the door can be opened a few inch­ 
es without leaving you vulnerable. Never 
u n l o c k your door and open up blindly 
when a stranger rings the bell. Many a 
thug has talked open a door by posing as a 
telegraph messenger, delivery boy, sales­ 
man, or passer-by seeking directions to 
another address. 


Whenever you. leave the house, m a k e 
sure the door is locked. You may think it 
is, yet be sadly mistaken. 
A common type of burglar pretends to 
be a door-to-door salesman. While giving 
his sales talk, he releases the night latch, 
hoping that when the lady goes out later, 
she won’t notice he can walk in. Even 
with a “dead bolt” type lock, which can 
be unlocked from either side only with a 
key, the fake salesman may jam s o m e 
paper or cotton into the strike, so that the 
bolt will fail to hold when closed. Or he 
may e v e n use a specially built, s h o r t 
screwdriver hidden in his hand to loosen 
a screw which anchors the lock's cylinder. 
Once this vital screw is loose, he can re­ 
turn later and take off the whole lock. 
Another mistake some people make, aft­ 
er locking a door, is to leave a spare key 
in too obvious a spot outside. Burglars ap­ 
preciate, too, a back door with a g 1 a s s 
pane, making it easy to reach inside and 
turn the lock after breaking the glass. If 
you have a door like this, use a dead lock 
which opens or closes o n l y with a key, 
inside or out. 
Unscreened windows with simple catch­ 
es can be unlocked in the same way. Simp­ 
ly use wood screws at the two top corners 
of the bottom half of the sash to bar this 
entrance way. Check the outer doors, al­ 
so, to see if the hinges are on the outside. 
It’s easy for a burglar to remove the door 
completely if the hinges are exposed. In­ 
stall hinge pins which are fixed secure 1 y 
in place, the magazine advises.

Millionaire Tells Wealth Secret 
By Hal Boyle 


NEW YORK (It— Multim i 1- 
lionaire Axel Wenner-Gren, “the 
Swedish Sphinx,” says it is a 
mystery to him why he is some 
times called “the mystery man 
of international finance.” 
“If I spent all my time talk 
ing about what I was doing, I 
wouldn't have time left to do all 
the things I still want to,” be 
said. 
“I am no mystery man. I have 
tried to keep out of the spotlight, 
but sometimes you have to throw 
a little light on what you are at 
tempting to ¡do.” 
And in his 76th year Dr. Wen­ 
ner-Gren feels he is now em­ 
barked on the biggest project of 
his life. It is the opening up of a 
in British Columbia, a wilder 
40,000-square-mile frontier tract 
in British Columbia, a wilder­ 
ness area of Canada almost as 
large as 
England 
and 
Wales 
combined. 
Wenner-Gren 
has 
deposited 
half a million dollars with Brit­ 
ish Columbia provincial authori­ 
ties as a guarantee he will build 
a 400-mile monorail in the area 
by I960. But before then he ex­ 
pects to spend $5 million to in­ 


ventory its mineral, hydro-elec­ 
tric and timber resources. 
“This is the most important 
thing I have ever tried,” said 
Wenner-Gren, “because it 
will 
mean more to more people.” 
His company has 
agreed to 
provide hospitals and schools in 
the area as it develops, and his 
own share of any profits have 
been pledged to philanthropies. 
His associates estimate that if 
the territory proves as rich in 
resources as they expect, more 
than a billion dollars of capital 
will eventually be required to de­ 
velop them. 
Wenner-Gren, who is tanned, 
gray-haired and as vigorous as 
his Viking forbears, is often re­ 
ferred to as “one of the five 
richest men in the world.” 
His blue eyes twinkle in am­ 
usement when asked if it is true 
that he belongs in this charmed 
circle of wealth. 
“I don’t 
know 
myself,” 
he 
said. “I wish I were. But as soon 
as I have more than I want I 
give it away.” 
Associates have estimated he 
has given up to $50 million to

here and in Sweden. He doesn’t 
like to discuss his private phil­ 
anthropies. 
Wenner-Gren has moved fabu­ 
lous amounts of money around 
the map of the world as an ordi­ 
nary man might move check­ 
ers on a checkerboard. 
He is an organization genius, 
and is now reported to have act­ 
ive business interests in 20 coun­ 
tries. He founded his fortune on 
vacuum cleaners and home re­ 
frigerators, but today his scores 
of corporations make everything 
from diet pills to railroad trains. 
The real mystery to most peo­ 
ple is how this “mystery man” 
who in 1907 was getting 15 cents 
an hour in a New Jersey tractor 
factory, became a 20th century 
croesus. 
But Wenner-Gren doesn’t mind 
disclosing bis secret of how to 
become rich.

Still got some 
interesting 
things to tell 
you about our 
Caribbean trip. 
We tried something new to­ 
day. Went out in a glass bot­ 
tom boat and saw the most 
beautiful underwater sea for­ 
mations of coral and various 
other things. 
Then w e went 
tnorkeiing. In case 
you are 
not 
f a m i l i a r with 
snor­ 
keling 
(and 
I w asn’t) 
you 
get out in the 
water waist 
deep. Then they put a rubber 
contraption with a 
glass 
in 
front of your eyes over your 
head. The thing has a couple of 
air vents sticking up above the 
water. Then they lay you on 
an inflated rubber tube. (They 
gave me truck size . You stick 
your nose in the water and 
they pull firm on five tubes 
and people fastened together 
around over the coral beds, 
and they are really beautiful. 
So if you want to snorkel, let 
me know. 
We decided to visit the Cita­ 
del. This fortress was built at 
the extrem e top of a mountain 
overlooking Cap 
Haitien, 
a 
city on the north coast of Haiti. 
We left 
Port-au-Prince by 
plane and flew over the plains 
and mountains, 175 miles to 
Cap Haitien. 
Then drove by car to tne 
foot of the 
mountains. From 
here w e went by 
horseback 
and mule back (I got the mule 
named Fifi) up the stoniest, 
roughest, crookedest trail I've 
ever rode over. They said it 
was four miles up and I’m sure 
it was that far. It took us two 
hours up and 1*2 hours down. 
This fortres> was 
built by 
King Christopher in 1804. It 
was built by slave labor and 
took tw elve years to build. The 
w alls are from three to five 
feet thick and rise some three 
hundred feet high. They had 
their brick kiln up there and 
used sand, sugar cane and gel­ 
atin from the bones o f animals 
to make cement. 
There 
are 
probably two hundred cannon 
and thousands of cannon halls 
in the fort. Christopher built it 
to defeat 
Napoleon, but 
Na- 
polen never came, so the fort 
was never used. 7000 men were 
stationed there. 
The cannon were 
captured 
from ships which came into the 
harbor. A lot of 
them were 
English guns made of bronze 
in 1534. They looked just as 
good now as when first built. 
The mystery is how such big 
guns and all the material was 
gotten up the 
mountainside. 
Anyw ay ifs 
counted the 8th 
wonder of the world. 
At the base of the mountain­ 
side, Christopher built a pal­ 
ace for himself and his queen. 
It covered fifteen acres. Also 
a 
beautiful 
circular 
chapel 
which is still used 
When I got off Fifi at the 
trip’s finish. 
I 
had several 
tender spots and they weren’t 
all the result of sunburn. Fifi 
almost shed a 
tear. I’m not 
sure whether from joy at me 
getting off or just because she 
liked me. 
Incidentally a 
colored boy 
w ent with each rider the en ­ 
tire trip, and they were all 
barefooted. 
If some American owned the 
Citadel, he’d be a millionaire 
in a year. Here they call the 
Donkey the Caribbean Cadil­ 
lac. The place at the base of 
the mountain is 
railed 
San 
Souci, which means "No Care.

you about our 
Caribbean trip. 
We tried something new to­ 
day. Went out in a glass bot­ 
tom boat and saw the most 
beautiful underwater sea for­ 
mations of coral and various 
other things. 
Then w e went 
snorkeling. In case 
you are 
not 
f a m i l i a r with 
snor­ 
keling 
(and 
I wasn’t) 
you 
get out in the 
water waist 
deep. Then they put a rubber 
contraption with a 
glass 
in 
front of your eyes over your 
head. The thing has a couple of 
air vents sticking up above the 
water. Then they lay you on 
an inflated rubber tube. (They 
gave me truck size . You stick 
your nose in the w ater and 
they pull firm on five tubes 
and people fastened together 
around over the coral beds, 
and they are really beautiful. 
So if you w ant to snorkel, let 
me know*. 
We decided to visit the C ita­ 
del. This fortress was built at 
the extrem e top of a m ountain 
overlooking Cap 
Haitien, 
a 
city on the north coast of Haiti. 
We left 
Port-au-Prince by 
plane and flew over the plains 
and mountains. 175 miles to 
Cap Haitien. 
Then drove by car to tne 
foot of the 
mountains. From 
here we went by 
horseback 
and mule back (I got the mule 
named Fifi) up the stoniest, 
roughest, crookedest trail I’ve 
ever rode over. They said it 
was four miles up and I’m sure 
it was that far. It took us two 
hours up and l lj2 hours down. 
This fortress was 
built by 
King Christopher in 1804. It 
was built by slave labor and 
took twelve years to build. The 
walls are from three to five 
feet thick and rise some three 
hundred feet high. They had 
their brick kiln up there and 
used sand, sugar cane and gel­ 
atin from the bones of animals 
to make cement. 
There 
are 
probably two hundred cannon 
and thousands of cannon balls 
in the fort. Christopher built it 
to defeat 
Napoleon, but 
Na- 
polen never came, so the fort 
w*as never used. 7000 men were 
stationed there. 
The cannon were 
captured 
from ships which came into the 
harbor. A lot of 
them were 
English guns made of bronze 
in 1534. They looked just as 
good now as when first built. 
The mystery is how such big 
guns and all the material was 
gotten up the 
mountainside. 
Anyway it’s 
counted the 8th 
wonder of the world. 
At the base of the mountain­ 
side, Christopher built a pal­ 
ace for himself and his queen. 
It covered fifteen acres. Also 
a 
beautiful 
circular 
chapel 
which is still used. 
When I. got off Fifi at the 
trip ’s finish, 
I had several 
tender spots and they weren’t 
all the result of sunburn. Fifi 
almost shed a 
tear. I’m not 
sure whether from joy at me 
getting off or just because she 
liked me. 
Incidentally a 
colored boy 
went with each rider the en­ 
tire trip, and they were all 
barefooted. 
If some American owned the 
Citadel, he’d be a millionaire 
in a year. Here they call the 
Donkey the Caribbean Cadil­ 
lac. The place at the base of 
the mountain is 
called 
San 
Souci, which means “No Care.” 
So come out to Don’s Auto 
Sales or R. Brandenburg Mot­ 
or Sales and buy an American 
Cadillac or Olds., a Buick or 
Chevrolet and have “No Cares”

BEYOND the schools, the juve­ 
nile problem must be met at an­ 
other, grimmer, j u n cture: the 
court.
